INTRODUCTION. 

Thia Report covers the twenty-third year of the existence of the 
Inter-University Board of India from 1st April, 1947 to 31st March, 1948. 

During the year, the personnel of the Board underwent the follow-

The Board places on record the valuable services rendered by the 
retiring members : Dr. J. C. Chatterjee, Dr. Am&ranatha Jha, Dr. S. P.

Mr. Justice W. R. Puranik, Dr. Sir Ziauddin Ahmad and The Hon’ble 
Nawab Azum Jung Bahadur. 

Professor N. K. Sidhanta, M A. ( Cantab ), Professor cf English, 
University of Lucknow, was the Chairman of the Board. I)r. J. C. 
Chatterjee, M.A , D. Litt., M.L A. ( Central ), continued to be the Secre- 
tary of the Board up to 31st October, 1947, when he resigned from the 
service owing to ill-health. From 1st November, 1947 to 31st March, 
1948, the Board functioned without a Secretary. During this period the 
work was carried on by the Chairman, assisted by Mr. T. Mitra, B.A , 

L. S.G.D. (Alld), the Office Manager of the Board, Professor S. Mathai, 

M, A. (Bom), M.A. (Oxon), was appointed Secretary of the Board with 
effect from 1st April, 1948, 

Before 15th August, 1947, all the Universities of India, Burma and 
Ceylon, numbering 23, were members of the Inter-University Board, the 
one new addition over the old figure of 22 being the Rajputana University. 
After that date, with the partition of India the Universities of the 
Punjab ( Lahore ) and Dacca ceased to be members of the Board. With 
the new University of E*,Bt Punjab at Solan joining the Board, the pre- 
sent figure of membership of the Board is 22*

REPORT OF ACTION TAKEN ON THE RESOLUTIONS OF 

THE BOARD. 

Action has been taken on all the Resolutions of the Board passed 
at its Twenty-second Annual meeting held at Jaipur in December , 1946. 

1- Resolution No. I requesting the Universities to examine the 
syllabus of the pi oposed Diploma of the Indian National War Academy 
for recognition of its diploma was circulated among the Universities. 
The replies received from the Universities are given in Appendix A . 
The University of Agra is of opinion that the suggestion cannot be 
accepted under the provisions of its Act. The Uni versifies of Aligarh 
Andhra, Annainalai, Ceylon and Madras have accept* d the suggestion in 
principle, while the Universities of Bombay and Nagpur wish to defer 
decision till the Academy has begun to function and the courses prosecuted, 
and papers and standard of examination are available. With other 
Universities the matter is under consideration. A summary of the replies 
from the Universities will be communicated to the Academy for necessary 
aetion. 

2. The recommendation of the Board in Resolution No. II on the 
conditions under which professional and research degrees are awarded at 
the various Universities was communicated to all the Universities and 
the Secretary, All-India Board of Technical Studies. A summary of the 
replies received from the Universities is given in Appendix B. The 
Universities of Aligarh, Anna inalai, Calcutta and Madras have accepted 
the recommendation while it is under consideration by other Universities. 

3- Resolution No. IX requesting the Home Ministry to forward 
to the Board for their opinion any scheme of Examination or changes 
therein proposed by the Fedeial Public Service Commission was communi- 
cated to the Government of India and the Federal Public Service 
Commisfiion. They have agreed to do so provided there is time for such 
action before the date on which the new or modified scheme of Examina- 
tion has to be brought into effect. 

4. Resolution No. X commending the recommedations of the 
seotional Committee of Physiology to the various Universities for their 
consideration wae circulated among the Universities. The Bummary of 
replies received is given in Appendix 0. The Universities of Annamalai, 
Bombay and Calcutta have already provision for such epurses. Madras 
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agrees with the recommendation and Mysore finds it mpractioablo. 
Other Universities have the matter under consideration. 

5. Resolution No. XT recommending the recognition of the Imperial 
Institute of Sugar Technology as a centre for Post-graduate training 
leading to research degrees under conditions prescribed by each University 
was circulated among the Universities. A summary of replies received is 
given in Appendix D. The Universities of Annamalai, Ceylon, Madras, 
Mysore, Travancore and Utkal are agreeable. 

6. Resolution No. XII recommending recognition of All-India 
Institutes of Research for the University researoh students to carry on 
part of their research at such institutes or for scholars of the latter to 
work for a Doctor's degree at the Universities under exemption from 
attendance for such periods together with a term of at least 6 mo'nths 
residence at the Universities was circulated among the Universities. A 
summary of replies received from them ia given in Appendix E. The 
Universities of Annamalai, Calcutta, Ceylon, Madras, Mysore, Travancore 
and Utkal have generally agreed to the recommendation. Bombay finds 
it incompatible while others have it under consideration. 

7. Resolution No. XIV. commending the recommendation of the 
Crops and Soils wing of the Board of Agriculture and Animal Husbandry 
in India for the establishment of ChairB for the teaching of the Science of 
Genetics by the Universities with adequate grants from the Centre was 
communicated to the Universities and the Government of India. The 
Universities of Aligarh, Annamalai, Bomba}*, Calcutta, Madras and Mysore 
have endorsed the recommendation of the Board and are agreeable to 
take practical steps if funds are available from the Centre. Andhra 
University has addressed the Government of India for grant. The 
Government of India in the Ministry of Agriculture regrets that 
they cannot give grants to the various Universities. 

8. Resolution No. XVI recommending that suitable courses of 
studies for Political, Trade and Diplomatic services in foreign countries 
be instituted in Indian Universities, and that for this purpose the Govern- 
ment of India, Provincial and State Governments should allot fundB to 
the Universities was circulated among the Universities and the differ- 
ent Governments. A aummary of replies received from them is given in 
Appendix F. Twelve Universities have replied. Most of them are in agree- 
ment with the proposal and want financial aid from the Governments 

for the purpose. Some want to know the exact requirements of the 
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Central Government in the matter. The University of Mysore has al- 
ready Bimilar courses for their degree examinations. The Government 
of India says that action will be taken when a decision has been arrived 
at on the proposal to appoint a University Commission and the future 

scope and functions of the Central University Grants Committee are 
known, 

9. Resolution No. XXII recommending that the subject — Princi- 
ples and Practico of Co-operation and Co-operative Laws-— should form 
one of the subjects for the B.Com. course, was circulated among the 
Universities. The University of Madras has Co-operation as a course of 
study in B.A. and B Com., while Mysore though not having such a course 
as an optional subject for the degree course, has it well worked into 
their syllabus and adequately treated. Some Universities do not have 
a B.Com. course and some have the suggestion under consideration. 

10. Resolution No. XXIII ( i,ii & iii ) regarding appointment of 
a full time Vice-Chancellor, a Finance Committee and a Treasurer in 
each Univeisity and part (iv) recommending to the Government of India „ 
that the scope of the Central Giants Committee should be enlarged and 
more funds placed at its disposal so that it may make special grant to 
all Indian Uni verities for specified purposes were communicated to 
the Universities and the Government of India respectively. A enmmary 
of the replies received from the Universities is given in Appendix G.

11. Resolution No XXIV referring to resolution No. XII regard- 
ing granting of facilities for the free migration of Post-graduate students 
between different Universities and Research institutions was commu- 
nicated to the Universities and replies received from them are inclu- 
ded in Appendix E. 

12. ’ Resolution No. XXVI (1) suggesting suitable measures for 
providing necessary information, guidance and assistance to students 
intending to go abroad for further studies was communicated to the 
Universities and the Government of India. A summary of replies received 
from the Universities is given in Appendix H. t which shows that they 
are in general agreement with the proposal whereas the Government of 
India has this under their consideration. Resolution under part 3 
recommending to the Universities to reserve some seats for students 
from foreign countries is also generally acceptable to them as shown in 
the appendix. 
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13. Resolution No. XXX recommending to the Universities the 
desirability of organising research in grain storage was communicated 
to the Universities. The Universities of Calcutta and Oeylon have 
accepted the recommendation. 

14. Resolution No. XXXI ( 1 & 2 ) suggesting that the Univer- 
sities should render assistance in giving instruction to instructors of the 
Air-force in methods of teaching was communicated to the Universities. 
The Universities of Aligarh, Andhra, Annamalai, Calcutta, Madras, and 
Mysore agree with the suggestion. The University of Bombay states 
that the question does not arise at present as the Indian Air Force 
Training Corps which had been established at the various Universities 
has now been disbanded by the Central Government. 

15. Resolution No. XXXII suggesting to the Government of India 
to constitute a Universities Commission on the lineB of the Sadler 
Commission was communicate! to the Government of India along with 
i evolutions Nos. VI, VIT, XIX, XX and XXVII and the Government 
of India have replied that they have this question under their active 
consideration. 

16. Resolution No. XXXIII requesting the Universities to forward 
a statement of their present position in regard to Physical Education 
waB communicated to the Universities. A summary of replies received 
from them is given at Appendix 1. Mont of the Universties have this 
course. Details are given in the appendix and its enclosures. 

17. Resolution No. XXXVII (b) recommending that the repre- 
sentatives of the Inter-University Board on all bodies of the Govern- 
ment of India should be paid travelling and other allowances on the 
usual scale admissible for members of these bodies was communicated 
to the Government of India in the Ministry of Education. It says that 
go far as that Ministry is concerned the recommendation is already in 
practice and that a copy of the resolution has been forwarded to other 
Ministries for suitable action. 

18. Resolution No. XL requesting the Government of India that 
the grant to the Inter-University Board should be enhanced so as to 
enable the Board to appoint a Secretary on Rs. I, 500/- per month for a 
term of five years was communicated to the Government of India. They 
have replied that they have no objection to the salary of the Secretary 
being raised to Rb. 1,500/- but this does not, however, commit them 
to any increased grant to the Board. 
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19. Resolution No. XLVII recommending to the Universities to 
establish a course in Estate Management wherever possible and pending 
this the London University may hold such examinations for a period of 
3 years only in India, and as such, requesting the Government of India 
to conduct direct negotiations with the London University lo obtain all 
particulars with regard to the possibility of conducting such an examina- 
tioD in India, wcro communicated to this Universities and Government 
of India. The Universities of Agra and Ceylon have such courses in 
their faculty of Agriculture. Aligarh, Andhra and Annamalai are in 
agreement with ihe recem foundation. Madras disapproves of an examina- 
tion by an outside body but recommends that such courses be instituted 

in the Universities. Other Universities have noted or are considering 
the matter. 

The rest of the resolutions which did nob need any specific action 
were communicated to the Universities.

CORRESPONDENCE ON IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. 

In the year under report we passed through very abnormal times. The 
Board office had to take some time before settling down in Delhi after 
its transfer to this place from Muzaffarpur in the month of February, 
1947, and to begin its normal work. It again received a seoond spell of 
dislocation some days after the Independence of India on the I5th of 
August, 1947. Owing to the disturbances that followed the partition of 
India, the normal working ofoffices.in Delhi was paralysed and the postal 
system wa« almost brought to a stand-still. Under these circumstances, 
important correspondence, in particular the proposals from the Univer- 
sities, Government of India and other bodies for the Agenda of the Annual 
Meeting of the Board at Cuttack on the 1st and 2nd of December, 1947 
were received very late. The office bad, therefore, to rush through the 
drafting of the Agenda. The problem of getting the Agenda printed 
during the disturbed times when practically all the presses were closed 
owing to shortage of press-hands and curfew was also an extremely 
difficult one. Nevertheless the work was got done in time and copies of 
the Agenda were circulated to the members of the Board and the Govern- 
ment of India within the scheduled time. Apart from this, correspon- 
dence on various other subjects was also attended to as promptly as 

possible. 
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The office received a communication dated 1st July, 1947, from 
Mrs. G. J. Watumull, Chairman, Distribution Committee, Watumull 
Foundation; Lob ADg&ies-24 v California, that Dr, John Haynes Holmes 
of the Community Church of New York City, one of America's greatest 
liberal thinkers and an authority on religion and literature waB invited 
by the Benares Hindu University as Rabindranath Tagore Memorial 
lecturer and that he would also be available to lecture at other Uni- 
versities and Institutions. She, therefore, requested the Board to arrange 
for Dr. Holmes’ lectures and prepare an itinerary of his lecture-tour in 
India. The provisional programme of the tour was, therefore, prepared 
and intimated to all the Universities and Institutions in India, and to 
Mrs, Watumull and Dr, HolmeB. Dr. Holmes landed at Bombay on 
3rd Ocbober 3 1947. Owing to the disturbed conditions prevailing in India 
at that time, he could not follow the itinerary prepared by the office. 
The Board was not informed of the changed programme of Dr. Holmes. 
But he visited as many Universities and Institutions as was possible and 
they derived the greatest benefit from this cultural contact. Dr f HolmeB, 
Mrs, G.J. Watumull and the Universities and other Institutions of India 
deserve our sincere thanks for arranging this important visit. 

The Office also received a communication from the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Education intimating that Professor T. Walter 
Wallbank of the University of Southern California was planning to visit 
this country with a view to establishing contacts with our Universities 
and educational intifcutions and to talk on subjects like International 
Affairs and Teaching Methods in the social Bciences, between 11th October, 
1947 and 15th January, 1948, and desiring our office to request the 
Universities to extend all possible* help to the Ministry of Education 
and Prof. Wallbank to make the lecture-tour a success. The Registrars 
of the Universities were informed of this and requested to take advantage 
of Prof . Wallbank’s tour and to help the Ministry of Education which 
was drawing up an itinerary for him. 

Resolution No. XLVII1 of the Board adopted at their Jaipur Meet- 
ing in December, J946, requesting the Government of India to provide 
each of the Universities with a full set of the papers circulated to the 
members of the Constituent Assembly as well as their proceedings , for 
the benefit of University students and research workers was communi- 
cated to Dr. Rajendra Prasad, the President, and to the Secretary to the 
Constituent Assembly, Government of India, New Delhi, and to the 
President of the Pakistan Constituent Assembly, Secretariat, Karachi, 
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for information and necessary action. The reply received from Pakistan 
states that they would consider requests from individual Universities for 
any specific literature on their receipt, and that their publications are 
priced and can be had from any authorised agent of the Government 
of Pakistan on payment. The Under-Secretary to the Constituent 
Assembly of India, Council House, New Delhi, has replied that the 
papers circulated to the members of the Constituent Assembly by rf the 
Ministry of Law ( Reform ) and the Publications of the Assembly are 
priced publications and can be had from the Manager of Publications, Civil 
Lines, Delhi, on payment. He has, however, stated that apart from the 
aforesaid papers, four reports of Committees which were not priced have 
been sent direct by him to the Universities of Benares, Madras, and 
Nagpur. Some copies were sent to this office for being forwarded to the 
rest of the Universities, and these have been duly passed on by this office. 
This co-operation of the office of the Constituent Assembly of the Govern- 
ment of India is greatly appreciated. 

Resolution No. XLIX of the Board requesting the Government of 
India in the Legislative Assembly Department that reports presented to 
the Central Legislative should be made available to the Universities to 
enable the departments concerned to study and utilize such reports for 
purposes of lesearch, was communicated to tne Government of India in 
the Legislative Department and to the President of the Pakistan Legisla- 
tive Department., Secretariat, Karachi, for information and necessary 
action. No reply has been received from Pakistan. The Ministry of 
Education, Government of India has, however, replied that the Govern- 
ment of India regret their inability to send tree copies of such reports, but 
have decided that the Universities may receive the publications from the 
Manager of Publications, Civil Lines, Delhi, at the usual price less 25 % 
discount as a special case. This letter No. D. 29 46/47. E. II, dated 22nd 
December, 1947 of the Ministry of Education has been communicated to 
the constituent Universities for their information. This co-operation 
of the Ministry of Education, Government of India, is also greatly 

appreciated. 

The Board continued to function as an Inter-University Employment 
Bureau. Advertisements for vacancies received from different Universi- 
ty of India, and foreign Countries, aB also from the Government of India, 
and the Federal and Provincial Public Service Commissions were 
circulated. 

The Board kept itself in touch with th» various Departments of the 
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Government of India, the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research and 
other bodies.

Enquiries from Students, Universities, the Public and the Govern- 
ment Departments were duly attended to during the year.

PUBLICATIONS. 

During the year under report the following publications were

It 
is regretted that owing to the difficulties of obtaining psper, labour 
etc. p the publication of the Handbook has been so inordinately delayed. 

All publications during the year under report were delayed owing 
to communal disturbances and the closing down of most of the presses 
in Delhi,

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The following procedure was laid down for the election of 3 re- 
presentatives of the Medical Faculties of the Universities to the Governing 
Body of the Indian Research Fund Association, Nominations may be 
called for from the Medical Faculties from amongst persons who may or 
may not bo members of the Medical Faculties of Universities concerned. 
Of the 3 people that each Medical Faculty may nominate, 2 should be 
from its own members and 1 from outside. After receipt of the nomi- 
nations, the list of valid nominations should be Bent round to different 
Universities wherefrom the Faculties of Medicine will elect the required 
number of representatives. The final list of elected representatives 
should be drawn up by the Chairman after scrutiny of the papers con- 
cerned and communicated to the Secretary of the Indian Research Fund 
Association. In the case of a tie in the elections, the Chairman’s decision 
will be final. 

This was communicated by way of suggestion to the Universities 
having Medical Faculties bo that they may be able to change their 
constitution in this respect accordingly.

financial statement. 

The Board at their Twenty -third annua) meeting held at Cuttack 
from let to 2nd December, 1947, resolved to have the financial year of 
the Board from 1st April to 31et March each year as obtained in Govern- 
ment offices. The year underreport thus having ended on 31st March, 
1948, the accounts of the Board which according to previous practice 
started from 1st January, 1947, were audited for the period from that 
date to 31st March, 1948, for this year as a special case. The audit was 
conducted by Messrs. B R. Malhotra & Co., Incorporated and Registered 
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Accountants, Kaahmere Gate, Delhi, as approved by the Chairman of the 
Board, and the aocounts were certified aa correct. The statement of 
budget appropriation and revenue receipts for the year ended 31st March, 
1948, aa audited by them is found in Ajppendix. c/. Considerable savings 
were effected during the period under audit as would be evident from 
the fact that a sum of Rs. 34,953- 12-6 only wag spent as against the sanc- 
tioned expenditure of Rs. 57,241-8-0. This is due to the fact that a 
non-recurring grant of Rs. 10,000/- was not received from the Govern- 
ment of India forgetting up a library for the Board. Payments were 
also not made for the printing of the Handbook which was not completed. 
Finally, under head, ‘salaries to staff 3 , Dr. J.C. iChatterjee who was 
the Secretary of the Board did not serve his full term having resigned 
with effect from 1st November, 1947, owing to ill-health and the post 
of the 1st Assistant having been kept in abeyance during the full course 
of the year. 

No expenditure under “Provident Fund” was incurred during the 
year as of the two existing hands, Mr. T. Mitra, B.A., L.S.G.D. (Alld), 
Manager of the office was confirmed only with effect from 1st March, 
1948, The second Assistant, Mr. Sivaram Iyer is also due fco be confirmed 
with effect from 15th April, 1948. According to the resolution of the 
Board, the Secretary is also allowed to the benefit of Provident Fund. 
These will mean expendituie on this head from next year. 

As there was a great saving in the budget of the Board for the 
year under report, the Government of India sanctioned a grant of 
Rs, 6,300/- only just to bal ance the receipt and expenditure sides of 
the budget. The payment of this unfortunately could not be received 
during the year in spite of this office reminding the Government of 
India on 17th March, 1948, to send us at an early date their sanction of 
the grant requested for. The sanction letter was, however, handed over 
to the Manager of this office on 29th March aftemuon and the next day 
the authority was personally communicated to the office of the Accoun- 
tant General, Central Revenues, New Delhi, together with a forwarding 
letter and stamped bill of Rs. 6.30U/-. The Accountant General, Central 
Revenues office has informed us that the requisition was sent to the 
Imperial Bank of India, New Delhi, on 31st March, 1948, for issuing a 
draft in our favour, and though it was received by the Bank, ultimately 
it was returned to the Accountant General, Central Revenues office with 
the remark that the bank-draft could not be issued as the requisition 
was received there too late. The matter has, however, been taken up 
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with the Ministries of Education and Finanoe to arrange payment of 
this grant from next year’s budget.* 

VII. 

INTER-UNIVERSITY SPORTS. 

The Eighth meeting of the Inter-University Sports Board was held 
at the University of Nagpur on 22nd March, 1948, in which the represen- 
tatives of 11 Universities and the All-India Hockey Federation partici- 
pated. The Proceedings of the meeting will he found in Appendix K. (i) 
The reports of the Secretary and Organizers of the Zonal and Inter-Zonal 
tournaments are given in Appendices K. ( ii & in ). 

Action on the resolutions of the Sports Board has been taken. 

Resolution expressing grief at the tragic death of Mahatma Gandhi 
was communicated to the Hon’ble Prime Minister of the Government of 
India. 

The dates for the closing of entries and the period between which 

the various tournaments shall be held were wholly revised. A new event 

of Badminton was added to the list of Inter-University contests and a 

few women’s events in Athletics and Badminton were introduced from 

next year. MrTSL GulltTh, Honorary Secretary, 'Uftnning College Athletic 

Association, University of Lucknow, has been requested to draft an upto- 

date edition of the entire Rule-book for the conduct of Inter-University 

& 

Tournaments as desired by the Sports Board.

The Punjab University which won the trophies of the Inter-Uni- 
versity Sports Board for Athletics, Hockey, Swimming and Tennis in 1946, 
have not returned the trophies as yet. As they are Running Trophies 
the High Commissioner for India in Pakistan has been requested to move 
the Pakistan Government for the return of these trophies by the Punjab 
University, and the matter is under their consideration. 

It is regretted that the Universities of Andhra, Delhi and the Punjab 
did not pay their Sports subscription for the year. 

VTII 

CONCLUDING REMARKS. 

The Board office has been housed at 10- A, Cavalry Lines ever 
since it was transferred to Delhi from Muzaffarpur in February, 1947. 

The grant has since been paid from the Budget of 1948-49. 
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Mrs. Onila Chatterjee, the then owner of the bungalow, was kind enough 
to give on rent a portion of her bungalow to the office, otherwise it 
would have been difficult for the office to have a suitable place for itself 
m Delhi where housing shortage is very acute. Unfortunately, Mrs. 
Chatterjee has sold the property to Sir Gobul Chand Narang, who now 
wants the whole of the bungalow for his personal use. Although a smaller 
portion than before has been renmisitioned bv the Government for the 
Inter-University Board, yet it is very essential for the Board tofincTa 

n 

separate building for itself. The office is, therefore, faced with a very 
difficult problem on this score. The Government of India were requested 
to allot a house in New Delhi, which could serve as the Board’s office and 
the Secretary’s residence but they have expressed their inability to do 
anything at present. It is essential that the office should have more 
space at its disposal so that a room may be set apart as a reference 
Library and the increasing files of correspondence etc., may be suitably 
housed. 

The Board looks forward to ready and courteous cooperation from 
the Universities and various Government Ministries to enable the office to 
discharge its heavy responsibility efficiently. The Board also takes this 
opportunity of thanking them for the co-operation shown to it in the past 
without which it could not have performed its duties satisfactorily.

Recognition of the diploma of the proposed Indian National War 

Memorial Academy. 

Resolution No. 1 of Jaipur Meeting (1946). 

“The Inter-University Board welcomes the establishment of the 
Indian National War Academy and it notes with satisfaction that the 
syllabus for the proposed Diploma compares favourably with that for 
the Degree Examination of an Indian University. To attract the best 
students, the Board requests the Universities to examine the syllabus in 
detail and to extend to the students of the Academy such benefits of 
continued study in the University as may be agreed upon based on 
equivalence of study and examination.” 

1- AGRA — From clause (fi of para 2 of the report of the uyllabus 
and Establishment Sub-Committee of the Indian National War Memorial 
Working Committee, it is found that the minimum educational qualifica- 
tion for admission to this course is Matriculation Examination. Under 
the provisions of the Agra University Act, no candidate can be admitted 
to a course in this University unless he has passed the Intermediate 
Examination and since the Diploma holders of the proposed Academy 
will not have passed the Hiter-Examination, the question of the recogni- 
tion of the Diploma of the proposed Academy as equivalent to our 
Bachelor’s degree cannot be considered,

matic History and Governments and Politics of the Asiatic Countries in 
the optional groups for the Honours and M.A. courses in Polities; and 
it is proposed to introduce a study of Oriental Philosopnycal Ideas and 
Social Institutions ( Indian, Islamic and Chinese ) in the Philosophy 
Honours course.

The Central Board while furnishing from time 
to time all relevant information with regard to the students abroad to 
the Advisory Boards and while periodically preparing pamphlets and 
leaflets containing upto-date information about the courses, conditions 
of admission, conditions of stay and expenditure involved and the 
facilities available overseas for students proceeding abroad, should help 
the Universities in obtaining admission for their students. The Board 
welcomes the steps taken by the Government of India in constituting 
overseas Bureaux in United Kingdom and United States and suggests 
similar steps to be taken in countries where a fair number of students 
desire to proceed.

This University started a Compulsory Scheme of Physical Education 
at the very inception of the University and the scheme has been success- 
fully worked till now, Every aspect of work suggested by the Inter- 
University Sports Board has been considered ; and, whenever practicable 
and with due regard to economy and subject to our financial limitations 
and the economic status ot our students, the most thorough-going pro- 
gramme has been worked out from year to year. 

Section 3 of the memorandum of the Inter-University Sports Board 
(PP. 58 to 61) contains suggestions which to us have no special value aa 
these have been borne fully in mind since the foundation of the University. 

It is, however, necessary to point out specially to the Board that 
we have made the playing of major games compulsory for all students 
upto the Degree Examination and IV Year Honours Classes and the 
taking of Physical Training exercises in Calisthenics and indigenous 
forme compulsory upto the Inteimediate standard or the first two years 
of oollege classes. 
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Follow-up work after the annual medical examination of the 
students has not been undertaken for want of clinics and special hospital 
facilities in the neighbourhood; but students are advised to take any 
treatment considered necessary. Corrective exorcises have generally 
been given, special classes being organised when a number require atten- 
tion. These have generally been few. The data obtained from medical 
examination etc. to be collected. 

Special studies have been initiated in Yogic Physical Exercisas, and 
in Posture Study. 

These apart, the Department of Physical Education has undertaken 
the training of students for Physical Education work in summer sessions 
and as a part- of the Teacher Training Course for Pandits. Work at these 
classes has been done in Tamil — the local vernacular. 

As the University ia a Unitary Residential University, the Univer- 
sity runs its own Intramural Tournaments as well as External Tourna- 
ments to maintain and improve standards and to stimulate interest in 
achievement. 


Specialists have been employed during some years to coach students 
in Cricket, but regular coaching work is done by the Director and his 
assistants especially for games like Cricket, Tennis, Athletics and Boating, 
Photography has been used as an aid and a large library has been 
built up, 

Regarding Health Education, lectures have been regularly given to 
all th« Junior students (i.e. I and III Year classes) in English or Tamil 
according to need, special emphasis being given each year to knowledge 
of Nutrition and Sex.

APPENDIX K (ii). 

Inter -University Sports : 1947-49 . 

Report of the Chairman. 

The Inter-University Sports Board at their Seventh Annual Meeting 
held at the University of Lucknow on 31st March, 1947, introduced 
tournaments in Basket-ball, Boxing and Wrestling in addition to the 
existing ones in Athletics, Cricket, Football, Hockey, Swimming and 
Tennis. The Sports Representatives and the Registrars of Univer- 
sities were duly informed of the allocation of responsibility suggested 
by the Sports Board at their last meeting for organising the nine 
tournaments mentioned above. Out of the 11 Universities which were 
entrusted with this responsibility, 3 did not respond until quite late 
in the season, when they decided to carry on with their responsibility. 
I would request that the Universities should respond in time to avoid 
unnecessary correspondence by the office and inconvenienoe to the 
Universities which want to participate in the tournaments. Due to 
the unsettled condition of the Punjab, that University which had already 
accepted the conduct of Swimming and Wrestling had to give them 
up. Bombay volunteered to organisze Swimming, but it could not be 
held, the Benaras Hindu University being unfortunately the only parti- 
cipant in the contest. Wrestling was taken up by the Benaras Hindu 
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University besides their own responsibility of North Zone Hockey, 
and the rules for this new game were drawn up by Mr. V. L. Powar, the 
representative of the University. The Inter- University Sports Board 
is thankful to those two Universities and specially to Mr, V. L. Powar, 
for their kind help in the matter. The University of Bombay which 
had been requested to conduct Tennis South Zone and Finals later on 
intimated their inability to do so and the University of Madras 
agreed to take them up for which the board feels very much obliged. 
The Universities of Calcutta and Lucknow who agreed to conduct Boxing 
and Basket Ball (North Zone), unfortunately could not do so owing to 
lack of accommodation for the members of the teams, and lack of time. 


Except for the changes and omissions mentioned above, resulting 
in delayed tournament for Football, the tournaments were run according 
to schedule. Besides a couple of disqualifications, the games were played 
smoothly and in a most friendly manner. It [9 requested that the 
Universities should follow the rules for the conduct of Inter-University 
Tournaments more strictly to avoid any unpleasant event during the 
tournament. The details of the tournaments will be found in the 
reports of the Organizers. It is unfortunate that inspite of reminders 
and ex pres b telegrams, the reports of oDly Beven Zonal and inter-zonal 
tournaments have been received in this office although these were 
wanted by the 10th of February, 1948. As such, I am not in full 
possession of the details of the tournaments. From the reports that 
are before me, it appears that 15 Universities participated in the 
various tournementi aB against 12 last year.

I should request the Universities on behalf of the Inter-University 
Sports Board to arrange for decent Trophies for the newly started game»s 
of Basketball, Boxing, Wrestling and Badminton, if the latter is also 
adopted, so that these trophieB may be awarded to the winners from 
next year, I would also request the Inter -University Sports Board to 
lay down definite rules for the conduct of these new tournaments to 
ensure smooth running of them. 

I have to inform the Board that the Punjab University, Lahore, 
had won the Inter-University Tournament in Athletics, Hockey, 
Swimming and Tennis last year, i.e., in 1946-47, and so the 
Trophies of these tournaments are with that University. The University 
and its Director of Physical Education, Mr. Henry Lall, were requested 
by the Office to return the Trophies to the Organizers of these tourna- 
ments this year 00 that they could be awarded to the winners. 
Mr. Henry Lall replied in his letter dated 23rd December, 1947, that 
it was not possible to do so for lack of proper transport and the partition 
of India. The matter has also been referred to the Vice-Chancellor 
of the Punjab University on 9th January, 1948, but no reply has been 
received from him aB yet, I am taking up the matter with the High 
Commissioner for India in Pakistan. The matter has been included 
in the agenda of the meeting of the Sports Board and any suggestion 
from them will be greatly valued. 

Of 23 Universities including Rajputana, the Universities of 
the Punjab, Andhra, Calcutta, Lucknow and Delhi have not yet paid 
their annual subscription of Rs. 200/- each, for the current year. It is 
hoped that these Universities will do so at an early date as these 
suberiptions are urgently needed to foster and further the cause of 
Inter-University Tournaments^ and the Inter-University Sports Board 
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would be glad to see all the Universities taking active parts in the 
various games. 

In the end, on behalf of the Board, I thank all the Organizers of the 
Inter-U.uversity Tournaments for the very able manner which they 

oonduoted the tournaments and for the kind hospitality extended to 
the compering Universities.

On the 14th, Madras met Osmania and the former won the match 
by 3 goals to nil. There was a break on the 15th. On the 16th, the South 
Zone Final was played between Bombay and Madras, which ended in a 
draw, neither side ha ving scored. The match was replayed on the 17ih 
and the lesult was again a draw (one all). The match, therefore, had to 
be replayed a third time on the 1 8th, which Madras won by the only goal 
scored in the match.

As only two teams entered the tournament the match was fixed 
for 23rd January, 1948, but at the last minute, information was received 
from Benares that the University team Bhall not be able tq participate. 
Aligarh University was, therefore, allowed to proceed to Mysore to play 
the Inter- Zone Final.

The Inter- Varsity Sports Board which met at Lucknow on 31st 
March, 1947, resolved to include Basketball also in the list of Inter- 
Varsitv Competitions aud the Travancore University was accordingly 
entrusted with the responsibility of conducting the first South Zone 
and Inter-Zonal Tournaments with Lucknow as the organising University 
for the North Zone. In pursuance of the above resolution, invitations 
were sent out to the various Universities of the South Zone and the 
Universities of Madras, Mysore, Hyderabad and Travancore agreed 
to participate in the Tournament.

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Travancore lost against Mysore oa the 27th January, 1948, by 10 
points to 18. Osm&nia withdrawing from the Tournament at the last 
moment, Madras wap conceded a walk-over. The Finals of the South 
Zone was played between Mysore and Madras on the 29th January, 1948, 
Mysore winning the match by 26 points to 19. 

All the matches were played on a court newly laid out for the 
purpose and a special feature of the Board was that it projected 
very nearly 8 feet from the up- rights. The proximity of the up-rights 
to the Board is very often considered to be a source of great inhibition 
to players especially for making running shots and I think that an 
eight feet projection of the Board will help very much to improve 
the standard of the game. Special galleries were provided for the 
spectators and all the matches attracted very large crowds. 


According to the original arrangements, the Inter-Zonal Finals 
should have been played here on the 31st January between Mysore 
and the North Zonal winner. But on the 28th January a telegram 
was received fiom the North Zone Organiser, Lucknow University, that 
the team was not coming. Subsequently a letter was also received 
from him. The Organiser stated that no University of the North Zone 
participated in the tournament fixed to be held at Lucknow and that 
it looked rather awkward for the Lucknow University to enter the 
Inter-Zonal Final without ha ving played against anybody in the North 
Zone. The argument advanced by the Organizer does not appear 
to be sound. Since the Lucknow University was the only one which 
entered the North Zone tournament, it should have come down to 


play the Zonal Finals at Trivandrum. In pursuance of my suggestion 
my University recommended to the Inter -University Board that the 
only possible course left open was to arrange for the Inter-Zonal final 
being played in Mysore between Mysore and Lucknow Universities 
and in ca^o, the Lucknow University was unable to participate, the 
Mysore University to be declared as having won this year’s Inter- 
University Basketball Tournament and awarded the Trophy.

Pap worth, Vice-Chancellor, University of Travancore welcomed the 
guests on behalf of the Travancore University and Dr. Pitchamuthu, 
Principal of the Intermediate College, Bangalore, who accompanied the 
Mysore Team responded on behalf of the visitors. Several memb. rs 
of the Travancore University Syndicate, Principals of Colleges and 
other distinguished guests were present at the function.
